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=lba students score high on SAT

Students enrolled in the Elba 
school system are in the spotlight 
with their outstanding SAT test 
scores. The 4th and 8th grade stu- 
dents at Elba Elementary School 
took the test during the past school 
ycar and both groups scored well 
above the state and national average. 
The fourth grade scores were the 
highest in the entire state, according 
to records from the state department 
of education. 

96% of the fourth grade students 
taking the test exceeded the state and 
nauonal averages in reading while 
none of them scored below average. 

88% of the eighth grade students 
taking the test met or exceeded the 
State and national averages in read- 
ing. 

Both groups exceeded the na- 
tional averages in mathematics and 
language also. 

Teachers and administrators in 
the elementary school are already 
addressing teacher workshops with 
the local success story. 

Elba school board members met 
in special session recently to hear 
Federal Programs Coordinator John 
C, Windham and Assistant Principal 
Judy Killingsworth explain the steps 
taken which allowed the students to 
score so well, 

-.Killingsworth recapped — with 
board members a report she made to 
the state superintendent of education 


on the actions taken which had an 
impact on the SAT scores: 

(1) The school utilized a comput- 
er program that correlates re- 
mediation to SAT skills. This means 
the students could work on in- 
dividual level needs and stay with a 
particular problem until they under- 
stood it completely. 

(2) Material specially designed to 
get students “Scoring High” were 
used to help the students prepare for 
the exams. 


‘It ain’t gonna end right if 
we don’t start right,” 
Pearce said. 


(3) Additional training aids to 
help students learn the necessary 
math skills are being utilized in the 
teaching program. 

(4) Special efforts were placed on 
keeping teachers positively mo- 
tivated and getting this motivation 
passed on to the students. Kil- 
lingsworth credited this positive at- 
titude and the working together of all 
the elementary teachers for a large 
part of the success, 

(5) Changes were made in the 
Chapter 1 reading program in grades 
K-3 by better use of aides to provide 
more small group concentration in 
the classroom. This gives teachers 
more one-on-one time with those 
students who are behind or strug- 


gling to stay at grade level, It ul- 
timately raises the overall learning 
level for all students in the class. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
has repeated told board members 
and classroom teachers alike that it 
is important to teach the basics to the 
Students at the K-3 level. He says if 
Students are expected to learn and 
compete on a national level, it is an 
absolute must that they get these ba- 
sics early in the education cycle, 

Pearce said to the board, “I told 
our teachers three years ago, ‘It ain’t 
gonna end right if we don’t start 
right.’” He noted this is beginning to 
pay off as indicated in the test scores 
and, “I give the staff full credit.” 

Pearce added that the teachers 
and administrators were not doing 
everything perfectly right, but they 
are obviously doing some good 
things. 

All three educators said this re- 
doubled effort to teach the basics 
must follow through all the way to 
the 12th grade if all students are to 
get the education they deserve and 
taxpayers are to get the educated 
adults they are paying for. 

Board member Eddie Kelley said, 
“I applaud these efforts. We must 
emphasize the positive.” 

Board Member Bob Robertson 
emphasized the need for more tools 
to identify weaknesses in time to 
correct them. 

Fourth and eighth students were 
treated to a pizza party to celebrate 
their outstanding SAT scores. 


New Brockton applies for grant

The New Brockton Town Coun- 
cil, meeting in special session Mon- 
day, June 27; passed a resolution ap- 
plying for a $11,729.00 grant. 

The grant will cover the cost of 
having the ordinances codified, and 
also the expense of micro-filming 
any and all financial records, min- 
utes and ordinances of the town. 

Funds will also cover the pur- 
chase of a plain paper reader and 
copier so that the micro-film can be 
read and printed as needed. 


The town will be responsible for 
25 percent - $2,933.00 - of the total 
grant 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Mayor Kathryn Holley reminded the 
council that in March, they had ap- 
proved accepting bids to have the 
town’s ordinances copied and print- 
ed in a permanent binder. 

Linda Dillow, city clerk, advised 
council members that from all the in- 
formation she was able to obtained, 
the cost of the project would be in 
the neighborhood of $7,500. 

Prior to asking for bids, Dillow 
received information from the Ala-

History that grants were available to 
municipalities for the preservation of 
records of a permanent nature. 

The city clerk pursued the matter 
and sought the advice and council of 
Ewing, Conner & Associates who in 
turn prepared a request for the Town 
of New Brockton to apply for a 
grant. 

The council, without hesitation, 
unanimously gave its approval to 
proceed with the grant application. 

Dillow estimates that by obtain- 
ing the grant, the town will save ap- 
proximately $2,000.00. 

Also, “We'll be getting more than 
what was going to be obtained 
through a bid with the city footing 
the whole bill!” Dillow said. 

In addition to the $2,933 match- 
ing funds, the town will have to pay 
$2,300 for the research work in- 
volved in preparing the ordinances 
for print. 

It will also be responsible for the 
cost of having the grant application 
prepared which is $400, 

Dillow stated that this is just an- 
other step in the right direction to 
bring the town into the 20th Century.

Wanted: Surgeon General Who Cares About America 


About a week ago, I joined 86 


other Republican members of Con- 
gress in writing the President asking 
for the resignation of Surgeon Gen 
eral Joycelyn Elders, 

Dr. Elders has been the sub- 
ject of widespread criticism, lately 
for her insensitive remarks about 
Seniors before the Senate where she 
suggested that there should be more 
federal spending on AIDS rather than 
on cancer and heart disease. 

Her reasoning? “We know 


AIDS is a ravaging disease in our 


country that is destroying our bright, 
young people...most of the people 
who die with heart disease and can- 
cer are our elderly population, you 
know, and we will probably die with 
something sooner or later!” 

Here are the full texts of our 
letter to the President and the White 
House response. 

Our Letter — “Dear Mr. 
President: Throughout her careers, 
Dr. Elders has repeatedly made re- 
marks and taken stands outside the 
mainstream of American thought. In 
contrast to previous Surgeons Gen- 
eral, she has not chosen to utilize her 
position toadvance the general health 
and welfare of all Americans, but 
rather to advocate views directly op- 
posite to the majority of Americans. 

“Mostrecently, Dr. Elders de- 
nounced the Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts of America dor their alleged 
discriminatory policies against ho- 
mosexuals. Not only were her com- 
ments offensive in mischaracterizing 
the polices of the Girl Scouts, but 
they also displayed an inexplicable 
hostility to two of the most valuable 
character-building institutions in this 
Nation. 

“In the past, Dr. Elders has 
also recommended that the United 
States legalize narcotics stating that 
‘Itell every girl when she goes out on 
a date — put a condom in her purse,’ 
and condemned those opposed to 


abortion for ‘their love affair with the 
fetus.’ : 

“Whether one agrees with 
these statements or not, and I suspect 
that the majority of Americans do 
not, they clearly serve to divide 
Americans rather then unite us be- 
hind our common interest in public 
health and welfare. This is directly 
contrary to the role that the Surgeon 
General should perform for the coun- 
try. 

“There are many outstanding 
individuals who could perform this 
important role without sending 
America’s children messages that do 
not reflect the values of most Ameri- 
cans.

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FLOOD OF 1994 BAD BUT NOT AS BAD AS MARCH 1990 FLOOD 


Elba residents battle Pea River’s flood waters again

On Wednesday of last week, July 
6th, as the presses rolled on that 
week's edition of The Elba Clipper, 
the news it contained was “old hat.” 

A picture on the front page made 
note of the damage that Tropical 
Storm Alberto had caused as it 
moved through our area on Sunday, 
July 3rd. 

Little did everyone know that the 
worst was yet to come. It was 
thought that Alberto was on its way 
north - NOT! The unique weather 
conditions that existed at the time 
caused the tropical depression to 
stall over the southeast (East Ala- 
bama & West Georgia) and the rains 
came and stayed. 

The end result was the Flood of 
1994. For the City of Elba, this flood 
was not as bad - damage wise - as 
the March of 1990 Flood. Although 
to those whose homes were flooded 
Bee little difference - a flood is 


At 6:36 a.m. Wednesday morn- 
ing, July 6th, the Pea River flowed 
lazily through Elba well within its 
banks at 15.46 feet but that soon 
changed. 

With rain coming down steadily 
in Eiba, and to the north as well, the 
Pea River took a major step upward 
and rose to 23.35 feet at 8:30 a.m. 


Not only was the river beginning 
to rise, but Whitewater Creck was 
also showing all-to-familiar signs of 
being on the rise too. For the city of 
Elba, this was not good! 

Between 2:00 p.m. and 3:30 p.m. 
the river had reached just over flood 
stage at 30.05 feet. 

City officials had wasted no time 
in implementing evacuation plans 
for low lying areas outside the con- 
fines of the levee. 

Residents on Smith Avenue and 
in the Riverview Subdivision were 
the first to be moved to safety since 
that is the first area to receive flood- 
ing from the Pea River and White- 
water Creek. 

Tractors began pulling in trailers 
furnished by Dorsey Trailers and 
family members, assisted by volun- 
teers, began loading their belongings 
in the vans. Many other companies 
in the area volunteered and brought 
in vans to be used in the evacuation 
process. 

By mid-afternoon, the evacuation 
was well underway as the waters 
continued to rise. Before the river 
had cleared its banks most of the res- 
idents of Riverview and Smith Ave- 
nue had vacated their homes. 

At 11:00 p.m., Wednesday night 
(July 6), the river reading was at 
35.95 feet and and continuing to rise. 

Not only was Elba bracing for a 
flood, but all of northern Coffee

There were some flooded homes 
located on the Kinston Highway and 
a couple in the Brookdale Subdivi- 
sion located south of downtown and 
down river.

Streets, located just off Reese Ave- 
nue, also received damage from 
flood waters.

Inside the levee there were sever- 
al homes and some businesses that 
received damage as rainwater was 
unable to drain out of the levee. The 
majority of these were located on 
Putnam St, Guyton St., Hickman 
Ave., and Reese Avenue. 

In the northern part of Elba along 
the Troy Highway, several houses 
and one business received damage 
from rising flood waters. 

There were a few homes in the 
Mulberry Community that received 
water damage due to flash flooding 
and overflowing drainage systems. 

Many of the businesses located in 
downtown Elba evacuated Wednes- 
day and Thursday as a precautionary 
measure. 

At press time, the survey was still

FLOOD DAMAGE TO COUNTY POSSIBLY WORSE THAN IN 1990 
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Coffee County Commission focuses on Flood of 1994

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission focused on the 
aftermath of the Flood of 1994 and 
its devastation to the county and lo- 
cal communities. 

Charlie Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency, briefed the commissioners 
on what was being done to assist res- 
idents and cities in their recovery ef- 
fort. 

He stated that a processing center 
of the different governmental agen- 
cies had been set-up to give assis- 
tance to individual residents of the 
cities and county, The center is 
scheduled to remain open for three 
days but that time will be extended 
if it is necessary. 

For the most part, Webb stated 
that the danger of flooding had 
passed but that everyone should be 
extremely careful when traveling 
county roads and city streets. Barri- 
cades SHOULD NOT BE _ IG- 
NORED! 

Commissioners were told that 
FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) had not yet an- 
nounced a date for a team to come in 
and begin assessment of public dam- 
age - damage to roads, streets, drain- 
age systems, bridges, public works 
facilities, etc.; however, Webb said 
that it should be soon, 

“Our damage is extensive - much 
greater than I think in 1990,” said 
Webb, “Certainly in the City of En- 
terprise its much, much greater than 
it was in 1990 and we've got a tre- 


mendous amount of damage around 
the county.” 

Webb encouraged the commis- 
sioners to contact all the county’s 
public water systems and get them to 
assess their damage. They will be el- 
igible for assistance from FEMA, 

He is encouraging all residents of 
the county who have their own pri- 
vate well to have their water tested. 
Samples can be taken to the county 
health department for testing. 

Webb told commissioners that en- 
gineers from the Alabama National 
Guard are helping in the clean-up 
process and that everything is mov- 
ing along well. 

“It’s going to be a long recovery 
period,” Webb said in concluding his 
briefing. 

Sheriff Mickey Counts, in his re- 
port to the commission, stated that 
he was very pleased with the re- 
sponse of his deputies and reserve 
deputies during this emergency 
which actually began on Sunday 
with his department. 

He was very complimentary of 
the volunteer members of the fire de- 
partments and rescue squads 
throughout the county, Counts said 
that their assistance during this crisis 
was invaluable. 

Counts also had high praise for 
Mark Pool and his staff for the effec- 
tive manner in which they responded 
to his people in requesting that roads 
be closed, 

“We still have a problem with 
people running around barricades,” 
Counts said. “I’m going to be true to 
may word, If I catch anyone going 
around a barricade, I’m going to put

them in jail!” 

Barricades are in place for a rea- 
son and should not be ignored, 
moved or STOLEN! 

In conclusion, the sheriff thanked 
everyone for their patience and assis- 
tance during this time. 

Mark Pool, county engineer, be- 
gin his report to the commissioners 
by stating that his staff had already 
taken more than 1,000 pictures of 
damage to the county’s road system. 

The bad news was that only the 


100's and 200's (road numbers) roads 
had been surveyed. Remaining are 
the 300's, 400's, 500's, 600's and 
700's. 

He reported that as of Monday, 
the county still had 31 roads closed 
to traffic. 

He warned commissioners that all 
damage to county roads will not be 
apparent,
